Walter Scott out on a stroll with his dogs, the 
scene being in the neighborhood of Abbotsford, 
in the summer of 1324, while as yet the gloom 
of misfortune had not clouded the mind of tbe 
great man. There he was, limping gaily along 
with his pet companions, amid the rural scenes 
which he had toiled to secure and loved so 
dearly. Scott's fondness for animals has per- 
haps never been sufficiently acknowledged. 
It 


was with him a kind of second nature, and ap- 
pears to have been implanted whan as a child 
he was sent on a visit to his grandfather, Rob- 
ert Scott, at Sandyknowe, in the neiahborhood 
ofDr>burgh. Heie, amid flocks of sheep and 
lambs, talked ta and fondled by shepherds and 
ewe-mllkera, and reveling with coolies, he was 
impiessed with a degree of affectionate feeling 
for animals which lasted through life. At a 
subsequent visit to Sandykuowe, when his 
grandfather had passed away, and tbe farm 
operations 
were administered 
by "Uncle 


Thomas" he was provided with a Shetland 
pony tr, ride upon. The pony wan little larger 
than many a Newfoundland dog. It walked 
freely into the house, and was "regularly fed 
from the boy's,hand. He soon learned t<i ride 
the little pony well, and often alarmed "Aunt 
Jenny" by cantering over tbe rough placas in 
the neighborhood. Such were the beginnings 
of Scott's intercourse with animals. Growing 
up, there-was something extraordinary iu bis 
attachment lo 1m dogs, his horses, his ponies 
and his cats, all of wliicli were treated by him, 
each in Its own sphere, as agreeable compan- 
ions, and which were attached to him in return. 
There may have been something feudal and 
poetic in his kindly association witli humble 
adherents, but there was also much of simple 
good-heartedness. Scott added not a little to 
the happiness of his existence by this genial in- 
tercourse with his doinestfc pets. From Lock-

hardt's Memoirs of Sir Walter, and other works, Evre " 
we have occasionally blight glimpses of tba 
' 


great man's familial ity with his four-footed fa- 
vorites. W« can see that Scott did not, as is 
oficn the case, treat them capriciously, as crea- 
tures to be made of at one time and spoken to 
harshly when not in the vein for amusement. 
On the contrary, they were elevated to tbe po- 
sition of friends. They possessed rights to be 
respected, feelings which It would be scandalous 
to outrage. At all times he had a soothing 
word and a kind pat for every one of them. 


niPBEFEOT_ ADVICE. 


Most of the advice given to young women 


entering the career of literature, seems to me 
•'together too much like the established style 
of Sunday school book, so abundantly satirized 
by Mark Twain and otheis. It amounts to 
simply to this, " Be good and you will be happy " 
without even adding that cautionary postscript 
which is becoming proveibial, " but you won't 
have a very good lime." This is just what is 
omitted in the advice to yming woman attempt- 
ing literature : their wisest counsellors are apt 
lo assume that merit and success are identical, 
and that demerit means failure. This is un- 
doubtedly true In the largest sense, and in the 
long run. 
Unluckily very few writers live long 


enough to discover for themselves m what sense 
it is true; they are apt to live only long enough 
to discover that in a superficial sense It is veiy 
often false. Young women are urged to pre- 
pare themselves for literature by study, by 
painstaking effort and by a lofty ambition. 
Ihls Is all well, but the reason assigned for do- 
ing it is not so well. They are told that this 
is the path to success ; but if they interpret this 
as meaning immediate success, the advice is 
very impeifect. For precisely this lofty ambi- 
tion is just as likely to lead them away from 
success as to lead up to it. This also they 
should be told, and then left to make their 
choice.

I hardly even except 
the doss; at least they are usually somuch better 
tieated that compassion for the steed shquld be 
thrown into th« scale when WP weigh their com- 
parative mei its." Foi several years Cainp was 
constantly the parlor dog. lie was handsome, 
intelligent, and tierce, but gentle as a lamb 
among the children. At the same time there 
were two greyhounds, Douglas and Percy, 
which were kept in the country for coursing. 
Scott kept one window of his study open, what- 
ever might be the state of the weather, that 
Douglas and Percy might leap out and in as 
fancy moved them. He always talked to Camp 
as if he understood what was said—and the 
animal certainly did understand not a little of 
it; iu particular, it seemed as if he per%rtly 
comprehended on all occasions that his master 
cansidered him a sensible and steady friend, tbe 
greyhounds as volatile young creatures whose 
fieaks must be borne with.

Let us know 
distinctly, my dear beginner in literature, what 
you want. If you wish to make money, learn 
the special SHill which has given success to 
Marion Harland and to Mis. Southworth; hut 
do not b« misled to calling that a high literary 
success. 


It is necessary to guaut against cant in both 


directions. It is cant (the cant of the unsuc- 
cessful) to assume that a successful book must 
be a poor book. The fact that the "Scarlet 
Letter" and " Jolin Halifax " still hold their 
own disapproves this delusion. But it is more 
dangerous cant to assume that a successful 
book must be a good book; and this is, natu- 
rally, the cant of the successful. The test of a 
good book, as of a good anything else, Is in its 
permanence; and while immediate success does 
not preclude this, il does nothing to imply or to 
secure it. 


How long it takes to test the value of a pic- 


ture on your wall, an engraving, a photograph! 
You perhaps put up two at the same time; 
you prefer tbe one, but you are tired of it in a 
month and cease to notice It; while tbe other 
gives you more pleasure after ten years than 
when you saw it lirst. The difference in books 
is still greater; it is not so hard to guess what 
will be tbe popular this year, but the most acute 
critic can hardly say what books have tbe " stay- 
ing quality." Whittieronce told me of per- 
suading the editor of the National Bra to pub- 
lish some story of Hawthorne; and when tbe 
poet went to propose It to the novelist, Haw- 
thorne said with his slow, wise smile, " There 
is not much market for my wares;" then drew 
out the sketch called " The Great Stone Face," 
and readily sold it for twenty dollars—a sketch 
whose value would now be counted in hundreds 
of dollars. I can myself remember when the 
volume of " Twice told Tales " was scarcely 
known, even in Massachusetts.

After all, I suppose, tbe only rule for a 
high success is that the whole aim and powers 
of one's existence should be brought to bear on 
it. This was what Sir Joshua Reynolds meant 
when Lord Holland asked liim bo\v long he had 
been painting a certain portrait, aud he an- 
swered, " All my life, my Lord." 
LE OLEAB'SPOSTBAITOF BAKOBOfT. 


Among the many new pictures which were 


exhibited at the last monthly meeting of the 
Century Club, that which attracted especial at- 
tention and admiration was the portrait of that 
venerable, yet active " Centurion," George 
Bancroft, who for so many years has been so 
well known by the members of the Century. 
In fact, tbe unveiling of this poitraitand its 
format transfer to its owner, tho Club, was the 
main event of the meeting, and when It was 
brought down to the gallery it was tbe subject 
of the criticism of the best Instructed and most 
competent critics in the city. 


The verdict was. decidedly aud unanimously 


in favor of Mr. Le Clear, tlie artist, who must 
be conceded to have achieved, not only a per- 
fect likeness, but a work of ait creditable to 
himself and calculated to add to his deservedly 
high and well-earned reputation. The subject 
was a difficult one to handle with effect, and 
required not only th* utmost fidelity to details, 
but a clear comprehension of tbe inner charac- 
teristics of the man. Mr. Le Clear's success 
affords another proof of bis remarkable ability 
in bringing out the traits of men of mark—such, 
for instance, as ho has shown in his wonder- 
hilly truthful and yet intelligent portrait of Mr. 
Bryant, a work that is alone sufficient to make 
any jirtists reputation. Sometimes, as in the 
case of his portrait of Mr. Godwin, he loses 
some of the force that should show itself in a 
truthful portrait, but bis portrait of Bancroft Is 
almost beyond ciiticisin. 


Le Clear's thoroughness, fidelity to the bet- 


tor and finer traits of character, delicacy of 
handling, power of truthful idealization and 
careful, study ot his subjects—have given to bis 
portraits a peculiar beauty and value. When 
we have such poitrait painters as Le Clear and 
four or five other whom we could name, we 
need not feel ashamed of this very important 
branch of American art; a branch, we may 
add, whose real importance is oveilooked by 
too many even of our most highly cultered 
critics. The main features of our landscape 
remain to tlie end of time, but the art that is 
to preserve to our posterity tbe living figures of 
our scholars and statesmen, and heroes and 
saints, of our various types of womanly loveli- 
ness and angelic childhood is the art that is to 
bind the generations together, to make our an- 
nals Instincts witli human interest and vitality, 
and to keep our hero worship from degenera- 
ting Into general admiratfon'of vague and mys- 
tical creation of tbe biographer. One glance at 
Vandyke's figures illuminates much mlaty and 
conflicting history. When we see the men aud 
women who " acted history," all the lies and 
half-truths of historians cannot obscure tbe im- 
pressions that flash on us from the canvass.

So he res- 
tored the multi-metal standard, glvm" the debtor 
class the right to choose which inetal they would 
pay in, whether in gold, silver, copper or iron. 
As the debts called for coin, without savine 
what substance should be coined, this was 
strictly according to tho terms of the bond, 
llie bpaitans being a peculiar people, tbe debt- 
or class chose to pay iu coins of iron, rather 
tbau in gold, silver or copper, and so payment 
was made very easy, and tbo West got even 
with the Iiast, and prospered greatly. 
And this 


made every laboring man a money capitalist, 
for when he did a week's work his waces on 
Saturday night amounted to mote iron dollars 
than he could carry. And when he went to 
maiket to buy bread and beans, he had to take 
Ins money ou a wheelbarrow. Tho gold and 
silver and copper thus rejected went to that 
part of Greece where did twine tbe woodbine.

And this true principle of money and contracts 
led to the extension of the same moial rules in- 
to all the relations of men. In Sparta, to steal 
was held to be no shame, but the shame was In 
being found out. The youth who stole a fox 
and hid it under his garment, and, while under 
question, let it tear out his bowels rather than 
expose the theft, was treated as a hero, and a 
statue was made to him. This exemplifies the 
effect of true monetary principles in raising the 
public morals. Lycurgus rejected a widow's 
oiler of marriage, but lie evidently had progeny, 
In whom, even at this day, by an extraordinary 
atavism, or breeding back, his monetary princi- 
ples have again developed themselves. 
And 


they are likely to give our beloved country as 
perfect a system of coined money as was that 
of Lycurgus.—Cincinnati Gazette. 


"BELOW THE SALT."—The hall of the 


country squire (says Dr. Drake in " Shakspeare 
and his Times ") was tlie usual scone of eating 
and hospitality, at the upper end of which was 
pl.ic.ed an orsille or high table, a little elevated 
above the floor, and here the master of the 
mansion presided with an authority, if not a 
state, which almost equalled that of the potent 
baron. Tbe table was divided into upper and 
lower messes by a huge saltcellcr, and tbe rank 
and consequence of the visitors were marked 
by tbe situation ol their seats above and below 
the saltcellar—a custom which not only distin- 
guished the relative dignity of the guests, but 
extended likewise to the nature of the provi- 
sion, the wine frequently circulating only 
above the saltcellar, and the dishes below it be- 
ing of a coarser kind than that near tbe bead 
of the table. So prevalent was Ill's uncourte- 
ous distinction that Shakspere, in bis " Win- 
ter's Tale," designates the inferior orders of 
society by the term ' 'lower messes." 


1' Lower racsaes 
Perchance are to this buolneas purblind." 


Dekkar, likewise, mentions in strong terms the 
degradation ol sitting beneath the salt: "Plague 
on him I Sit him beneath the salt, aud let him 
not touch a bit till every one has had his full 
cut;" and Jonson, in his " Cynthia's Revels," 
speaking of a coxcomb, says, " His fashion Is 
not to take knowledge of him that is beneath 
him in clothes. He never drinks below the 
salt." This invidious distinction appears to 
have extended far into the seventeenth centu- 
ry, for Massiuger, in his " City Madam," acted 
iu 1032, notices it:

A FUNERAL IN VENICE—I happened to 


witness a picturesque funeral in Venice. 
It 


was that of a chorus-boy, in a church on one 
of tha smaller canals somewhat west of the 
Rialto. I stumbled on the church accidentally 
that forenoon, and was not able to find It again 
the next day—a circumstance to which the inci- 
dent perhaps owes tbe fairy-like atmosphere 
that envelops it for me. The building had dis- 
appeared, like Aladdin's palace, iu the night. 
They were performing a mass as I entered. 
Tbe great rose window behind the organ aud 
the chancel windows were darkened with dra- 
peries, and the colossal caudles were burning. 
The coffin, covered with a heavy embroidered 
pall, stood on an elevated platform in front of 
the magnificent altar. Tbe Inlaid columns 
glistening in tlie candle-light, the smoke of the 
incense curling lazily up to the frescoed dome; 
the priests in elaborate robes kneeling around 
the bier—il was like a masterly composed pic- 
ture. When tbe ceremonies were concluded, 
the coffin was lifted fiom, the platform by six 
young friars and borne lo a gondola in wailing 
at the steps near the portals. Tbe priests, car- 
rying a huge, golden crucifix and several tall 
gilt torches, unlighted, crowded into the bow 
and stern of the floating hearse, which was at- 
tached by a long rope to another gondola occu- 
pied by'oarsmen. Following these were two 
or'three -covered gondolas whose connection 
With tba obsequies was not clear to me, as they 
appeared to be empty. Slowly down tbe nar- 
row canal, in that dead stillness which reigns 
In Venice, swept the sombre flotilla, bearing Us 
unconscious burden to the Campo Santo. Tbe 
air was full of fragrant Spring scents, and tbe 
sky tbat arched over, nil was carved of one vast, 
unclouded turquoise. In the deserted church 
were two old cranes scraping up the drippings 
of the wax candles from the tessellated pave- 
ment.

Of this 
fund $142,726 83 was raised by local taxation 
under local laws, The remainder was derived 
from five sources, viz., half rental of tlie West- 
ern and Atlanta Railroad, dividends on stock of 
Georgia Railroad, tax on shows and exhibitions, 
poll tax not exceeding $1 per poll, and tin 
Peabody Fund; tola), $291,310. The white 
school population is 218,733. Of these chil- 
dren, 121,418 attended the public schools 
for the year 1870. The colored population 
la 175,304, and of these only 67,987 attended 
during that year. These figures show that, 
though tbe while school population it only 
about one-firth greater than the colored, the 
cumber of white children in attendance was 
more than double the number of colored chil- 
dren. Mixed schools are not permitted. The

THE WHIRLWIND AT EBCILDOtTN. 


The jeographical and topographical situation 


of Pennsylvania is such that in general the in- 
habitants of the State enjoy immunity (Vom 
destructive tornadoes and' whirlwinds to a ranch 
greater extent than the settlers on the plains 
and prairies of the -West. An exception to this 
of a very seiious nature was, however, experi- 
enced «t,Jlie village of ErclidounjChostt." county. 


The first notice of tfie storm was tho dark 


and saffron-coloied clouds that came above the 
horizon at four o'clock Sunday afternoon from 
the southtvoslward and which soon look the 
shape of a.wliirling fbiinel, quite narrow at the 
bollom and considerably widened at the highest 
point, it moved over the village in its dcstiuc- 
tive course for a distance of two miles in a 
nearly Straight lit.u, t'.a i-lonil-mano Imving tWO 
distinct motions, the veiy rapid revoking one 
and a comparatively slow onu urd motion. The 
width of ils track was about three hundred 
yards, nearly cvei^lhing being blown away or 
cut off in that lange. 


A gentleman who was walking in the fields, 


intent on paying an afternoon call, was caught 
in the voitex, taken off his feel, and carried 
away. lie has no recollection of what, hap- 
pened after he left the giound, hut v>as found 
two miles off, in a lumber yaui, with his jaw 
broken and sadly bruised about the body, so 
that there are some doubts with regard lo his 
recovery. 


The scininaiy for young ladies, owned by 


Mr. Darlingtcn, had fortunately but few occu- 
pants, Ihe school having closed last week and 
the pupils gone to their homes. 
When the 


storm came up Mr. Darlington and his family 
look refuge in the cellar, probably saving their 
lives by so doing, as the roof was blown off and 
one side of the building was shattered. 


Three ordinary wooden barns with their con- 


tents were taken up by the storm and entirely 
destroyed, so that nothing recognizable is left 
of them. A contractor was electing a house for 
Mr. Dailiuglon not far from the school, it be 
ing in an advanced state ol complellon, just 
ready to plaster and paint; it was entirely 
blown away ar.d destroyed, tbu very foundation 
being torn up and removed. 
The lois will in 


this instance fall upon the contractor. A cow 
was blown two hundred yards and instantly 
killed. A slone house had its roof torn offatk 
the end blown away. 
An orchard of apple 


trees was torn up* by the roots and cairied 
considerable dlstanae, the leaves and every par 
tide of bark being stripped by the violence t 
which they were subjected. ' A buggy was 
taken up and blown away and tlie horse sc 
bruised thai it was expecled ho would have to 
be killed. In all this terrible visitation there 
was nothing but wind, and not a drop of rail 
or bail fell, while at Coalesville Ihe rain am 
hail were both very severe and violent. A roo 
of a barn was blown off at Ercildoun am 
wrapped tightly around a tree at the distant 
of one quarter of a mile. Eight families ai 
left entirely homeless, their household goods a 
well as the houses themselves being enlirel; 
gone; the linen, bed quilts, &c.t were loin ml 
shreds and arc entirely valueless. 


A wagon, loaded witli grain, was taken up 


the grain thrown oil', and the wagon blown a: 
eighth of a mile, the hubs being wrenched ou 
of the wheels during ils progress. In one o 
the barns blown away a horse was in the stal 
and was found there alter the slnitn, with th 
stones piled up around him, and perfectly soum 
and unhurt, although trembling in every limb

though il was a pipe stem. The growing con 
was cut off about an inch above the ground a 
clean as though it bad been done with a knife 


The whithvind, after doing all this damage 


followed the same northeasterly course to a 
wood about two miles beyond Ercildoun, whei 
it broke, depositing the various materials it ha< 
been carrying with It. Shingles, stones, furn: 
lure, bedclothes, straw, hay, liaes, bark an 
leaves were scatteied aiouud in a chaotic mass 
Heavy pieces of timber, weighing two or thre 
hundred pounds, were caught up and came* 
along as though they were nothing more thai 
straws, and a hedge of the tough osage ounge 
well trimmed and closely mailed, was stiippe 


maining but the whitened boughs and smalle 
twigs. 


The village is situated on one of the uiglies 


points in the nelghboihood, and the wliirlvvin 
crossed no creek in itacouise. A heavy axl 
was torn from under a fanu wagon and biowi 
completely through aflame house leaving I 
shattered ai>ertures at its entmnce and exit 
The Friends' Meeting-house was uninjured 
but some of the out-buildings, including Hit 
horse-Btieds, weie blown away, and the grave 
yard was covered with this and othei debiis. 


The damage done was very considerable, am 


will be greatly felt by the occupants of Ih 
ruined houces, most of whom wcrefaimet.su 
a small way and laboieis. The gieatest los 
will probably accrue to Mr. Darlington, amount 
ing lo at least $1&,000, the insurance nguins 
fire not covering a loss of this kind.

MeComas heard a noise in the pantry, and on 
going in to learn the cause was surprised to see 
almost everything there falline from the shelves 
to tlie floor, and on replacing some cans of fruit, 
saw they would not stay, but reeled about and 
fell to the floor. 
Bein<; alarmad, she 
at 


once went and called ihe men from the fields 
where they were at work. On coming into the 
bouse they were struck with amazement with 
That was going on. The neighbors were sent 
for, many of n bom came at once and saw sights 
such as to throw the most advanced medium tar 
in the shade. '1 be cooking stove moved from 
one side of the room to the other. A large piano, 
weighing about 800 pounds, moved out tram 
the wall half way across the parlor. Two clocks, 
stationary upon mantles, fell off upon their 
faces on the floor. They were replaced and d id 
not stop running, nor were tliey injured. A 
feather bed in one of tho lower rooms raised it- 
self high oil'the bedstead and rested on the floor, 


:me room thiough another, down stairs, and 
esled on the ball floor. Pots filled with water 
weie thrown oft" the stove. A sewing machine 
was thrown almost across the room and rested 
upside down. Several large jars, containing 
butters of different kinds, and weighing about 
40 pounds, were turned upside down, and ou 
being hastily filled by the almost frantic peo- 
ple, were placed in the tub, where they remained 
but a moment, when they raised themselves out, 
emptying out their contents. A tea canister, 
filled with tea, mored across the room in such 
a position as to empty itself and cover the floor 
with the tea as a farmer would cover the ground 
with graiu; the drawers from the 
bureau 


would slowly move from their places out into 
the middle of the room ; several large hams 
were repeatedly thrown from the hooks to the 
Boor, books from tbe tables aiul book-case were 
thrown all about the room, and, in fact, every- 
thing movable was during the day thrown out 
of place. While the strange scene was trans- 
piring tbe neighbors were flocking in, and 
passers-by were filling up thu house.

replaced by Mrs. McComas, and while yet there 
explaining to a party of neighbors, everything 
she had replaced came tumbling down upcn 
their beads. A batch of eight newly-bakeil 
loaves of bread were torn into hundreds cif 
piece) and cast about tbe room, several piei es 
of wbich were gathered up' and sent to friends.

til night, was quiet throughout tbe night, but 
commenced action again on Tuesday morning 
and ceased about noon. Hundreds of people 
bare anil are still visiting'the scene of excite- 
ment.

Let every one put his shoulder- 


to the wheel and aid in a rigid enforcement of 
the law. Better still would it be if this magni- 
ficent game bird were protected until Septem- 
ber when they can he found in the corn fields 
after the moulting season, and are fat and fair 
to kill. The weather would be more endura- 
ble, the birds stronger, fuller plumed and more 
vigorous, and the increased amount of game in

It is noiseless in its flight, 
passing like a shadow through its native thicket, 
and requiring a quick, snap shot for its cap- 
ture. It is a migratory bird, making its flights 
generally In March and October, and is seldom 
found here in mid-winter. Some suppose that 
they will not remain in this section after tbe 
ground fieezes, but the finest woodcock shoot- 
ing that we ever engaged in was while pheas- 
ant shooting, late In November, on the south 
fork of the Juniata. One of the party had no- 
ticed some excellent ground for these birds, 
and upon inquiring at the little " local option '•' 
tavern at which we were staying, was informed 
that they had "never heard of any woodcock, 
but there were a lot of snipes down by the 
bridge." 
We accordingly repaired to the spot
